Local Church Minister Has Resigned 


Given Four Months 
Has Not Announced 


Rev. W. Stanley Carne, for 
more than eight years, the pastor 
of the local Congregational church 
tendered his resignation at a spe- 
cial meeting of the congregation 
held in the church vestry last 
Thursday evening. The letter of 
resignation was read and accepted 
to take effect Aug. 31, but Mr. 
Carne was also granted a four 
months leave of absence which will 
expire next January 1. 

Mr. Carne came to Northfield in 
1932, from the pastorate of the 
Congregational church at Gorham, 
Maine, where he had served the 
Gorham parish for thirteen years. 
He was called to his present past- 
orate by a vote of the church and 
by the endorsement of the com- 
mittee, of which the late William 
R. Moody and the late Frank L. 
Duley were members. 

Mr. Carne was born in Corn- 
wall, England, and prepared for 
the Wesleyan ministry when quite 
young. He went to South Africa 
for a year and then to the United 
States settling in Iowa, In 1910 
he attended the Bangor (Maine) 
Theological Seminary and after 
graduation, his ordination as min-

ister, and hia marriage, went to 
tne state of Washington, where he 
served pastorates, first at Spokane 
and then in Seattle. In 1919 he 
received and accepted a call from 
the church at Gorham, Maine 
trom which he came to Northfield. 
mr. Carne’s work has been of the 
distinct type of evangelistic work 
and he has been active in various 
ways, in the Valley Bible confer- 
ences, the arranging of special 
services and church functions in 
the outlying territory of his par- 
ish and in the homes of his people. 
He has taken an active interest 
in community affairs and has 
served as a trustee of the local 
library. He is a member of the 
Masonic fraternity, of the Order 
of Eastern Star and of the Grange. 
He has many friends who will re- 
gret his departure from the com- 
munity. Mr. Carne had also in- 
terested himself in the summer 
conferences and in carrying on of 
a daily Bible school for children 
each summer. He has not revealed 
his plans for the future, but to 
an enquiring Press representative 
intimated that after his vacation 
season, he will probably have an 
announcement to make. l 

The Carne family are at home 
in the Proctor residence on High- 
land avenue which will be retained 
for their use.
